Will Soon Be Dedicated In San 
Francisco.

One of the most beautiful homes of 
the dead on the western continent will 
be opened in San Francisco a few 
months hence when the community's 
mausoleum at Holy Cross cemetery is 
dedicated to its solemn purpose, says 
the San Francisco Chronicle. 


Every race and every epoch has had 
its great mausoleums—temples to hold 
the dust of the departed and stand as 
monuments to the lasting memory of 
the dead. 


Back in the dawn of history the 
greatest sculptors the world has ever 
known were gathered at Halicarnassua 
by Queen 
Artemisia 
to 
adorn 
and 
make Immortal the tomb of her hus- 
band, 
Mausolaus, 
the 
king. 
Hence 
came the name mausoleum, for the 
house 
beautiful 
wherein 
Mausolaus 
and his queen Artemisia slept, was 
reckoned as one of the seven wonders 
of the world more than 2,000 years 
ago. 


Centuries later the mausoleum of 
Augustus Caesar was built on 
the 
Campus Martius, honoring the body of 
the empei'or, emulating the glory and 
beauty of the tomb of the Carlan king. 


Other ages and other lands saw sim- 
ilar great memorials—the mausoleum 
of Theodric at Ravenna, the five-tow- 
ered pagoda to the great emperors In 
the Forbidden 
City of Peking, 
the 
tomb of Mahmud at BJijapur, the Taj 
Mahal 
at 
Agar—the 
dream 
palace 
that the great Shah Jehan ralse.d over 
all that was left to him of his beloved 
qupon. 


The community mausoleum at Holy 
Cross cemetery, will be a 
severely 
noble structure, 205 feet in length, 90 
feet In width and a general height of 
35 feet, tiie facade of which is sur- 
mounted by n central pylon rising to a 
height of 05 feet. 


Within its walls there will be 1.1!>0 
Individual crypts, with 18 private sec- 
tions and four private rooms; open- 
ing from splendid corridors of marble 
and 
bronze 
that 
converge 
on 
the 
chapel, which occupy the central space 
of the edifice. 


The walks are constructed of ce- 
nient and steel. 
The Interior is entire- 
ly of marble and 
bronze—brocadlllo 
trimmed with olive over a verde an- 
tique base. 


This marble alone cost more than 
$100.000. The building will cost $300,- 
000. exclusive of the real estate value, 
roads and landscape gardening that 
covers the two-acre site.

PERU'S DRIFTING SAND DUNES 


The women's clubs of the country 
have organized for state-wide tree 
planting. 
In Cailfornia each district 
of the federated clubs has been sup- 
plied with tree-planting data from the 
association. In Georgia the tree plant- 
ing was done In the winter by the 
Georgia federation, when tliirty-ore 
memorial groves were planted under 
the direction of Julia Lester Dillon. 


Delaware the federation is co-op- 
erating with the great road-bulldlng 
program there In order to have the 
highways of the state become one big 
"road of remembrance." 
"Tills is one 
of the biggest programs before any 
state," says Charles Lathrop Pack, 
president of the American Forestry 
association. 
"Every 
state 
should 
watch what General du Pont and the 
state of Delaware does, 
Samuel 0- 
Lancaster, the highway engineer who 
built the Columbia river highway, has 
submitted a comprehensive plan to 
General du Pont. 
This includes tree 
planting on an intelligent scale. 


"The greatest educational campaign 
the country ever saw Is being worked 
out through the schools of the country. 
The coming generation will know the 
value of forestry to the country in 
which it lives. 
Our forests are like 
a bank. We must deposit in them if 
we hope to draw out. 
Through the 
planting of trees and the study of 
outdoor life the children will easily 
take up the economic side of the sub- 
ject and understand what must be 
done toward saving our forests." 


As one makes the ascent of the 
Andes from tlie Pacific port of Mol- 
lendo, Peru, following the line of tlie 
Southern of Peru Hallway, the climb 
to the divide is broken by two great 
steps or M'idespreading shelves of des- 
ert or pampa. 


On the tirst of these steps, about 
two hours' steep climb from the sea, 
and a't an altitude of from four thou- 
sand to five thousand feet, are located 
the famous drifting sand hills of Peru. 
The plateau 
is 
here 
about twenty 
miles wide, the air thin and dry and 
no trace of vegetation to be seen, only 
these gigantic crescent-shaped sand 
dunes dotting the pampa as far as 
the eye can see. 


Composed of fine gray crystal sand, 
they gleam white against the brown 
of tlie desert, and their horns point 
toward the prevailing soutli wind of 
this region. 
They are fx-om fifteen 
to twenty feet in breadth across the 
thick part of the crescent and some- 
times one hundred feet from horn to 
horn. 
So tightly Is the sand packed 
that the feet of the liorses or mules 
make little Impression on It. 


MAKE WAR ON TREE PESTS 


Method by Which School Children May 
Be of Great Service to 
the Community, 


Public school children of Trenton. 
N. J., are setting a good example to 
the country In their war on the tus- 
sock moth. 
The American 
Forestry 
association at Washington wants to 
receive reports on what other cities 
are doing In this regard and would 
like to find the city with the best rec- 
ord In collections. 
In the 
Trenton 
Times this account is found. 


"Boys and girls of the public schools 
of the city are still continuing their 
activities In the tussock moth 
cam- 
paign, and their last report shows 
that during the month the boys and 
girls have collected 1.2R4.809 cocoons. 
Last year-the pupils collected 2.000.000 
during the entire campaign, and their 
total this year will far exceed that. 


"A splendid record has been made 
hy the McClellan school pupils, whc 
head the list with 1,1R6J95 cocoons. 
The other schools reported as follows: 
Centennial, 2,287: Cook. 15.049; Ham- 
ilton, 13.0n0; Hewitt, 4R.000; Jeffer- 
son. 2.S67; McClellan, 1.180.795; Me- 
Klnley, 5.093; Parker, 953; Washing- 
ton, 2.niO; Columbus, 11,152; total, 
1,285,809." 


Poisoning Field Mice. 


Field mice are very destructive to 
fruit trees this year and do not over- 
look some ornamental 
trees. 
The 
mice can be poisoned by cutting ap- 
ples into pieces about an inch square 
and placing a small amount of pow* 
dered strychnine in each piece. 


Poisoned wheat can also be used to 
kill mice. 
Bailey gives the following 
formula: Scr>ld ATO quarts of clean 
wheat and drain. Take two-thirds of 
a cupful of 'n'hite sugar, dissolve with 
Buiiiclent water to make a syrup, add 
powdered strychnine, stir thoroughly 
until a thin paste is formed. 
Pour 
this on the damp wheat. Stir thorough- 
ly for at least fifteen minutes. 
Add 
one pint of powdered sugar, stir; add 
five to ten drops of rhodium and the 
same quantity of oil of aniseed. Scat- 
ter where the mice are troublesome. 


Washing the trunks of trees in 
mild weather with lime wash in which 
Is placed parls green, sulphur and 
tobacco dust will usually keep rabbits 
and mice away.

OEW HAS VITALIZING EFFECT 


Abundant Proof That It Possesses In- 
vigorating Action That Affects 
Growth of Plants. 


Dew Is vitalizing, not entirely be- 
cause It Is water but because It pos- 
sesses an invigorating action due part- 
ly at any rate to the fact that it is 
saturated with oxygen, and It has been 
stated that during Its formation per- 
)xide of hydrogen and some ozone are 
developed. 
It Is not improbable that 
the peculiarly attractive and refresh- 
ing quality that marks the early-morn- 
ing air has Its origin In this way. The 
difficulty of inducing grass to flourish 
under a tree in full leaf Is well known 
and Is generally explained by saying 
that the tree absorbs the nourishing 
constituents of the soil or that It keeps 
the sunlight away from the grass and 
protects it from rain. 
It Is doubtful 
whether any of these explanations Is 
time, the real reason most probably 
being that the vitalizing dew cannot 
form upon the grass under a tree, 
whereas as a rule both rain and light 
can reach It 


Honey Yield Higher. 


The average yield of surplus honey 
in 1919 was 50 pounds to a colony of 
aoney bees, as estimated by the bu- 
reau of crop estimates. United States 
lepartment of agriculture. This is con- 
siderably above average of 45 pounds 
.n 1918, and of 41 C-10 pounds for the 
Qve years 1913-1917. The relative pro- 
portions in which the honey of the 
ast two years was marketed are indi- 
cated by 59 for extracted honey, 31 for 
?omb honey and 10 for bulk honey, 
A.bout one-third of the product goes to 
'outside" markets.

Memorial day is the day of the dead,

and poignant sacrifices of those who 
passed away in the great war of liber- 
ation "over there," there 
cannot

now, any more than in the past, any 
associations but those of true joy and 
honorable pride, far removed from the 
despair of causes lost, or from griefs 
over those whose 
death 
is 
without 
meaning and end without result. 
For 
it is the holy joy of those who know 
that the sacrifices were not In vain 
that distinguished 
this day of 
days 
tills year, coupled with the realization 
that both those who went and those 
who 
remained 
joined 
freely in 
tlie 
oblation on the altar of the country 
with an unfaltering belief in the fine 
nobility of the obligation and the deep 
significance of what it meant for the 
common good. 


While the ceremonies on this side 
follow the usual lines, heightened by 
the opportunity to pay fresh homage 
where homage Is due, the tribute that 
Is paid "over there," beginning with 
the ceremony at Suresnes, near which 
has 
been 
developed 
the • American 
cemetery nearest to Paris, at which 
President Wilson ofiiclated last year, 
In the very presence of the dead them- 
selves, takes on an especially moving 
character. 
For 
in nothing did 
the 
American expeditionary force and all 
Its helpful accessory agencies, such as 
the Red Cross, so distinguish

selves as In their concern that the last 
resting place of those who fell abroad 
should be neither unknown, unmarked 
nor unhonored. 
As a result of this 
determined and consecrated effort of 
all services, the new graves of 
the 
hero dead, be they located where they 
fell, or removed 
to 
the 
permanent 
centers oi burial that have been se- 
lected at appropriate places as 
the 
ofllclal American cemeteries, will re- 
ceive every attention that is their just 
due from their brothers in arms "over 
there" and a grateful country. 
The 
graves, 
all 
separately 
and 
singly 
marked with the cross, or the star, 
save in name and title, no distinction 
of rank being allowed in the identify- 
hjg symbol, will be decorated, one and 
all. 
And while much that has been 
devised as to the handling of these 
special cemeteries has 
followed

plan of the British, who have been at 
work at the problem much longer, yet 
a i)eculiarly American touch is given 
in that this annual commemoration of 
Memorial daj', so familiar to us all, 
is new to our allies, and to the French,

With men of the eminence of 
Clay and Webster, Calhoun and Ben- 
ton, latterly Cass and Houston, Doug- 
las and Davis, Case and Wade, Sew- 
ard and Sumner In the senate, dis- 
tinction and leadership passed from 
the White House to the capítol.

was an ignoble period In our politics 
when both parties were dodging tho 
Irrepressible issue of 
slavery. 


In the teeth of a piercing northwest 
wind, the old farmer president-elect, 
bareheaded and disdaining the protec- 
tion of an overcoat, rode horseback to 
the capítol. 
After addressing a great 
crowd that shivered in Its shawls and 
furs, he Insisted, though half-frozen, 
on remounting his horse and leading 
tbé inaugural parade.

He held 
on for two years, until he had con- 
cluded the negotiation of tho Ashbur- 
, ton treaty, which fixed the disputed 
boundary between Maine and Canada, 
and then lie resigned.

Webster's retirement, 
Tyler 
Installed in the slate department his 
mentor and idol, John C. Calhoun, and 
ihus 
cumpkned 
tlie 
overturn. 
The 
cabinet was now out and out Demo- 
cratic and of the pro-slavery brand.

Texas had seceded 
from 
Mexico, 
whk'li had abolislied slavery, and Us 
I American settlers, who were facing the 
choice of slave labor or free labor, 
were anxious to be admitted to the 
Union. 
The 
sla\e 
holders 
of 
the 
Routhern 
states 
wanted

expand 
their power over the vast Texan em- 
pire as an olTset to the rapid expan- 
sion of the free states in the great 
West.
